Salzmann in the Vossische Zeitung 
that ‘‘it is to the advantage of the 
Germans to entice the enemy into 
the trackless, roadless and water- 
less waste of the Somme.’’ The 
Germans have had to evacuate 
strongholds and centres for which 
a few months ago they were ready 
to sacrifice hundreds of thousands 
of their veteran soldiers. More- 
over, Paris is no longer threaten- 
ed and the initiative has definitely 
passed to the Allied high com- 
mand. Important lines of comm- 
unication have been re-established 
and future operations have been 
greatly facilitated. To say that 
the Germans are giving up noth- 
ing but ruined towns and worth- 
less towns is to talk nonsese.

There is nothing more unfair, 
despicable, or cowardly in our pu- 
blie life than the persistent efforts 
of a few of our small bore newapa- 
pers and crities to visit upon a 
public man the offences of his fam- 
ily relations. That unfair and 
cowardly method of dealing with 
public men is nothing short of 
scandalous. It has gone so far in 
this country that one unusually 
cowardly critic is condemning A. 
L. Sifton because of the investment 
of the husband of the sistér of the 
wife of the brother of theminister 
of customs. That seems bad en- 


ough, It is doubtful if in the 
whole British speaking world 
could be found more than one 


newspaper that would really eon- 
demn a publie man because of the 
activities of relatives so remote. 

But it goes farther than that, 
That paper lies about any paper 
that insists upon fair play to pub- 
lie men or discusses questions and 
public men on their merits. It 
lies about them and makes base 
and cowardly insinuations about 
their motives. 

Tt uses the society column as a 
basis for another attack. It says 
that A. L. Sifton was in Alberta 
at the time of the reorganization 
of the Stewart government, and 
insinuates that he was a force in 
effecting reorganizatiex. There 
is no particularly good reason why 
Mr. Sifton should not be in Alber- 
ta at that time or any other time. 
He represents Alberta voustitu- 
eney. He has been a resident of 
Alberta as long and longer than 
his dishonest critics. But the 
fact remains that he has not been 
in Alberta since the beginning of 
the recent session of the Dominion 
house of commons. He has not 
been in Alberta this year. It 
is a matter of no great importance 
but that is the fact, and his crities 
may verify the statement merely 
by inquiring at Ottawa. 

The Albértan believes that eve- 
ry public man should have a fair 
deal, whoever he may have for a 
brother’s wife’s sister’s husband 
and even if his brother is Clifford 
Sifton. The Albertan is no admir- 
er of Clifford Sifton, and believ- 
es that he has been a sinister force 
in) this country, It condemned 
his attitude on reciprocity in 1911, 
when the Calgary Candian was re- 
joicing in it, and it resented his 

. action in attempting to give ad- 
viee to the westefn provinces in 
1917. At time when the Calgary 
News-Telegram was linking arms 
with Sir Clifford Sifton, A. L. Sif- 
ton in opposition to both of thein 
was doing his best to secure con.- 
mercial freedom for his country. 

Mr. A. L. Sifton was an able 
administrator and a strong and 
progressive legislator for several 
eventful years in this province. 
Let him be judged on his reeord 
here, or his record in Ottawa sin- 
ce he joined the Union govern- 
ment there, or upon anything he 
has done in a long eventful and 
useful public career.

But his critics will not accept 
that. They try to discredit him 
because he has a brother, and par- 
ticularly because that brother has 
a wife who has a sister with a hus- 
band who owns crown timber lim- 
its.
